107 Measles Cases 
Are Reported In 
County In February 


Oqe hundred and seven cases of 
measles were reported in Adams 
county during the m onth of Febru­ 
ary, according to the statistics com­ 
piled by the bureau of vital statis­ 
tics in Harrisburg.

Wavy brown hair lias an oval 
cross-section and is kidney shaped. 
Dr. Woodbury hopes to trace the 
origin of the Indian through hair 


types.

tribes in the Bering Strait district 
may throw light on that theory. 
It was by Bering Strait that the 
Mongolian migrations are believed

TELEVISION IN 
STUDIO SEEN 
AS POSSIBILITY 


New York Station To 
Broadcast Light 
And Sound 
> 
Program. 


By C. E. Butterfield 
New York (AP).—Possibilities of 
studio television are to be investi­ 
gated when New York gets on the 
air with its first combined sight 
and sound broadcasts. 
Program plans are not complete 
but the intention is to put on illus­ 
trated news items, 
stock 
reports, 
illustrated 
talks, dram a, 
dancing 
lessons, vaudeville artists, costumed 
singers, and other types of enter­ 
tainm ent suitable fo sight as well 
as sound. 
Following somewhat in the foot­ 
steps of Chicago, where "talking 
movies" 
of 
studio 
presentations 
have been o nthe air for some tim e 
via WMAQ and W IBO and their 
associated short wave television sta­ 
tions. the m etropolitan area thus 
will have a chance to tune in for 
visual and aural entertainm ent com­ 
ing from the same studio. 
Plan To Start April 15 
Tests of equipm ent already are 
under way, with th e hope th a t the 
opening program can be presented 
about April 15, or shortly there­ 
after. 
A broadcast station, WGBS, on 
254 meters, is to deliver the sound 
parts 
of 
the 
program s, 
while 
W2XCR, Jenkins experim ental tele­ 
vision transm itter on 147.5 meters, 
will deliver th e sight. Two receivers 
will be necessary to bring in the 
synchronized programs, a broadcast 
set for sound and a short wave re­ 
ceiver for television. 
The studios are located on the 
sixth floor of a Fifth avenue build­ 
ing. not far from the site of the 
proposed Radio City. 
They consist 
of a large room, 14 by 25 feet, the 
studio proper, a reception room, the 
control panel room and the tele­ 
vision room. 
“Flying Spot” Is ‘'Microphone” 
T he studio is fitted up acous­ 
tically like any broadcast room. At 
one side is an open window through 
which the lens of the television 
"cam era” points. 
In the studio is 
a 
portable bank of photoelectric 
cells, 
the 
"microphone" 
of 
tele­ 
vision. 
This cam era will 
use w hat Is 
known as the 
flying spot." 
T hat 
is, a sitter in a darkened studio 
will be bathed in a beam of light 
interrupted 
by 
a 
scanning 
disk. 
This light then is reflected to the 
photo cells. 
Ultim ately it is the plan to have 
a different televisor, in which flood 
lights like those of the movies are 
used. 
W ith this system, the photo­ 
cell picks up the reflection after It 
lias been passed through the scan­ 
ner. 
Television signals from the studio 
will go to the SCHM) w att tran sm it­ 
ter on the fourth floor and from 
there to the antenna on the roof 
of the building. 
Sixty lines are to 
be used, with 20 "fram es" or pic­ 
tures per second. 
A sound microphone, which Is to 
be a part of the television picture 
will feed music and speech via wire 
line to the WGBS transm itter at 
Astoria. Long Island. 
Another television cam era for use 
with films or talking movies also 
has been Installed, and it is in­ 
tended to provide both film and 
studio entertainm ent.
